————- 


At the Catholic Cathedral. 


On to day’s pictuce page will be 
found an illustration of the new 
organ which has recently been 
completed in the Roman Catholic 
Cathedral, and itis an instrument 
of which the church authorities 
and the worabippers have every 
justification to be proud. The 
new instrument is yet another 
example of haw the Colony has 
been enriched by Mr. Wa. C. 
Blackett, of Messrs. Blacket and 
Howden, Newcsstle-on-Tyne, 
who bes carried out the construc: 
tion of this and atber local church 
organs. 


Tho new organ, which is a two- 
manual one, is in al! respects 
liturgical, according to the pre- 
scriptions of “the Canon Law, 
The old organ was obsolete both 
as to liturgical requirements and 
construction. To withstand the 
extreme -climatic -conditions 
that obtain in Hongkong, the 
organ Las been buils of specially 
selected timber and other 
matrrials...The bellows and re- 
servoirs bave been built on a new 
system, invented by Mr. Blackett, 
for the purpose of withstanding 
the ravages of the climate. In- 
stead of using glue—s cause of 
much worry in summer time— 
Mr. Blackett hag contrived to fix 
the leather into the wood itself. 
All the screws in the instrument 
and the action wires are of brass, 
whilst the sound-boards are con- 
structed of'teak wood and maho- 
gany, with a specially designed 
brass lever ‘action, which. is 
applied to the sound- board valves 
in place of the usual “‘spilt 
pallets” This is to lighten the 
“touch” of the keys and stand 
better the extreme changes’o 
heat, bumidity and dryness. 
Witb & view tothe same rerult, 
various parts of tbe organ and its 
action haye been specially de 
signed and the most suitable 
toaterials possible used. 


The organ is not . of big 
proportion, yet it just fills 
the requirements of the church. 
It contains three 16 ft, 
eleven 8ft. and two” 4fh reg. 
isters, besides the usual! mixture 
of tha thrae ranks and other ac- 
complishmauts found in all organs 
of the size. .

But beyond thee two 
no Englishman ever visits the 
lonely spot, And yet for many 
sivears after wo annexed the 
Punjab in 1849 it was the home 
of a European officer of the Sait 
Department. : 
Two years ago, when I was 
inspecting the thane at Nindkot, 
I went into the record-roam. 
Daring my work there I noticed 
a number of decrepit books on the 
top ofahigh set of shelves and 
asked what they were. “On,” 
said the Indian officer, “they were 
left here about fifty years ago by 
the “Nimmakwala Sahib’ (sal: 
officer) when the post was 
abolished.” I bad them brought 
down, acd found that they wera 
the accounts of the old Salt 
Post, beginning in 1850 and 
ending in 1877, and I was 
just about ‘to replace them 
when, near the bottom of the pile 
I came across a Manuscript book 
whicb looked promising. I foond 
the first pages much esten away 
by white ants and stained by 
mildew, but the greater number 
were atill legible. On the back 
was written with many flourishes, 
eter——, Diary, 1642.” This 
was treasure-trove, indeed, 


AN ‘AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 


Tt began in style, with an avto- 
biographical sketch, and from the 
mouldering shreds of the opening 
pages I gathered that the writer 
was a Eurasian who had” been 
born in Madras. His schooling 
must have been but slight, for the 
language in many places of the 
diary shows that it had heen 
translated literally from the 
vernacular in which he thought

His ambition soars until 
he envisages himself ss a member 
of the convenanted Civil Service, 
the aristocracy of Anglo-India. In 
1850 comes the Jong-looked for 
promosion, the first step towards 
accomplishing his dazzling aime. 
He is appointed to tha charge of 
the new Niodkot Salt Post in the 
Ponjab. He forgets his literary 
style as he notes on this in 
vernacular. English, “ Rose too 
mucb pleased.” 

*-@ reached Nindkot after a 
toilsoma journey, and -thera he 
boilt-a mud shanty. for himself 
eod hats for hie men. He work- 
rd with surprising energy, and 
all along this stretch of the Indus, 
and through the low hills towards:

Indeed, 
on account of-bis hamble birth 
and lack of education, he had 
little cbance of advancement 
from the first. So he stayed in 
Nindkot year after year in com- 
plete loneliness. H+ bad no kin 
ani never took a holday. Very 
rarely did he see Englishmen, 
and those few were always of 
bigher caste than himself. He 
completed his service there, and 
the Government verreed that 
Nindkot post should finish with irs 
builder. In 1877 he was directed 
to close the establiahment on hia 
soperanoustion and deposit irs 
records in the police station,

Murder Attempt That Was 
ashed up. 
o Paris, Oct. 23rd. 

“The trial of Paut Boppe, ao 
inspector of fores:s, for the alleged 
attempte? murder of his wife, who 
is aniece of Maurice Bsrres, the 
well-kaown author and poli ician, 
begins to-morrow at the provincial 
assiz+s. The affair ia so usual 
and dramatic that it might have 
been akeo from a contemporary 
theatre. [t will be followed with 
greabinterest by French society. 

Both Boppe and his wife are of 
"good family; they were married 
in 1906, and there are two children, 


, The case, according ta tha pros. 


ecation, is that during the war 
Boppe, who held « vary good 
position, was billeted at the hoass 
of afascinating widow of similsr 
social rank, with whom he con- 
tracted a liaison. After the 
Armistice he bought a house for 
herat Nancy. She was insistent 
on marriage, and urged Boppe to 
divorce his wife, He tried this 
course, but Mme. Boppe, for re- 
luvious reasons, would not consent 

"One-nignt she awakened with 

Start, and discovered she was 
bleeding from « painful wound.in 
her neck.
